STEAMER PORTIA IS 
SENT HARD ASHORE 


Vessel Strikes a Dense Fog and Is 
Completely Wrecked. 


THE PASSENGERS ARE SAVED 


Every One of On? Hundred and Fif- 
teen Persons on Board Rescued. 


NOT A SINGLE LIFE WAS LOST 


Boat Went Down Within a Short 
Time After It Struck and Noth- 
ing Was Saved.

July 10.—The steamer 
York for Halifax, was 
wrecked during a fog early this 
evening on Flinns island, off Sambro, a 
point about fifteen miles to the eastward 
of Halifax. 

The passengers 


dense 


crew, 115 all told, 
landed on the island in the ship's boats 
and all are comfortably housed there. 
No loss of life is reported. As soon as all 
the people had been safely landed Cap- 
tain Farrell started for the mainland 
with a boat’s crew and reached Sambro 
late tonight, whence he sent the news 
of the disaster to Halifax by telephone. 

Fortunately the weather was moderate 
and the seas not running high, else the 
landing of those on board the steamer: 
could not have been accomplished without 
great danger and perhaps life. 
The steamer is already full of water and 
a total wreck. 

The disaster occurred gehortly before 7 
Pp. m. The passengers, of whom there 
are seventy-five, are nearly all tourists. 
The steamer had a large cargo for this 
port and St. Johns, N. F. The place 
where she struck is Known as Big Fish 
Shoal and is one and one-half miles west 
of the light on Sambro island. 

It is believed that Captain Farrell mis- 
took his position when he heard the bomb 
Signals at Sambro IHght, which sounds 
every twenty minutes, and which are said 
to be so misleading that it is extremely 
difficult to ship's position on 
hearing them. 

The Portia’s passengers will be brought 
as soon as possible to Halifax. Captain 
Farrell's report to the agents is not very 
hopeful as to the chances of the Portia 
ever getting off the shoal, or indeed, that 
she will hold together very long. When 
he abandoned her he considered the case 
almost hopeless, 

When the steamer struck, most of the 
passengers were on deck. The Portia 
took the shoal with a dull, grinding shock 
and brought all on deck to their feet in 
alarm. The steamer came to a sudden stop 
that sent a thrill from stem to stern 
and the engines, which were immediately 
reversed, refused to pull her off. In the 
long swell her stern moved gently up and 
down but her bow held immovable to the 
rocks. When her commander found her 
filling rapidly he gave orders to abandon 
the ship. Few of the passengers ventured 
below to recover their valuable after they 
learned that they were in danger. The 
Portia had an unusually large number of 
passengers on board and her stateroom 
was crowded. The passenger list was lcst 
as well as all the ship’s papers and the 
names cannot be obtained here tonight. As 
there weré 117 altogether on board, it is 
estimated there was at least eighty-six 
passengers, summer tourists, on a 
ure trip, 

The Portia was an iron schooner rigged 
screw steamer of 732 tons register, 220 
feet long, 31 feet wide and 23% feet deep 
She was built at Newcastle in 1884 and 
was owned in New York.

After such a glorious career in the six- 
teenth century Rome again suffered a 
period of decay. For nearly three cen- 
turies she was of little importance for 
general history. But even then the sight 
of her desolation inspired Gibbon to 
write his masterpiece, ‘“‘The Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire.’ And it is 
interesting to note that her condition 
colored his views so that he took his 
central thesis the triumph of barbarism 
and Christianity. His impressions of 
Rome in this age were shared by many 
travelers who still resorted to Rome for 
historical study. 

In our own day the papacy has secured 
for itself new strength and a more com- 
manding position under the able leader- 
ship of Leo XIII. tome as its seat has 
shared in its prosperity and again the 
pilgrims yearly resort thither by thou- 
sands.

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POLICE BOARD CALLS FOR REFORN 
IN ATLANTA'S STREET PREACHING 


Chief of Police Manly Says the Custom Is Likely To Cause 
Riot and Bloodshed, 


WAS A LIVELY DISCUSSION 


Matter Goes to the Mayer, Chief of 
Pollce and City Attorney, 


WHAT COMMISSIONERS HAD TO SAY 


The Salvation Army Is Accused of 
Abusing Saloon Men Personally. 
Street Preaching To Be In- 
vestigated and Here- 
after Regulated. 


The board of police commissioners took 
up the street preaching matter last night, 
and the discussion assumed a very sen- 
sational turn. The subject may prove a 
boomerang before it is finished. 

Some of the commissioners wanted the 
street preachers investigated and put un- 
der strict police surveillance, and others 
wished the street services stopped alto- 
gether, stating that the way it is now 
conducted by some of the open air 
preachers might cause “riot and blood- 
shed.’’ 

The matter is to be taken up by the 
chief of police, the mayor and the city 
attorney today, and the action taken will 
be watched with absorbing interest by 
many people. 

Recently the Presbyterians of Atlanta 
have been holding open air meetings, 
and Dr. Broughton, of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church, has been preaching on 
the streets at night. 

The “gospel wagon,” which is run by 
some well-known citizens, will come un- 
der the investigation, as will all the indi- 
vidual preachers, along with the Salva- 
tion Army. 

The fact that prominent religious de- 
nominations and some of the best preach- 
ers in the city have been preaching on 
the streets will make the action of the 
police board of widespread interest. The 
Salvation Army, the religious order whici 
came in for the most of the criticism 
last night, has recently met with the 
indorsement of some of the best preach- 
ers in the city, and Rev. Sam P. Jones 
has given the army his support and en- 
couragement. 

Street preaching has recently grown to 
considerable importance in Atlanta, and 
this fact makes the discussion of the 
police commissioners of more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

“The very fact that it has grown so,” 
say the commissioners, ‘‘makes it neces- 
sary that some steps be taken to regulate 
it in some way.”’ 

The Discussion Is Started. 

Major Kendrick started the discussion 
at the meeting of the board last night by 
saying: 

“There is a matter to which I wish to 
call the attention of the board. I know 
this Salvation Army preaching is a 
question to be treated with due respect, 
but I recently heard a member of that 
army talking in a loud voice and abusing 
fhe saloon men in front of whose doors 
the army was then stationed. He abused 
the whisky traffic and even mentioned the 
very name of the saloon men who were 
hearing him. I would not have been sur- 
prised if the saloon men had gone out 
and created a riot. There is plenty of 
roein for the street preachers so that 
they will not interfere with business, and 
I believe the chief of police can have 
the street preachers stationed where they 
can hold their services and yet not block 
the streets and injure the merchants who 
pay a license to do business in the city. 
The whisky dealers are on the same 
footing with the other merchants and 
should be protected. I believe that street 
preaching does good, but it ought to be 
properly conducted.” 


A Serious Question. 


Captain English said: 

“This street preaching is a serious and 
grave question, and I very much doupt 
whether or not the streets should be used 
at all for such purposes, for our public 
thoroughfares are for trade and com- 
merce. I think the police could stop such 
preaching unless the mayor has given 
permits.”’ 

“Well, I can say,”’ remarked May- 
or Woodward, ‘‘that I have not given 
an~ permits, and it is with the po- 
lice as to the enforcement of the 
law.” 

“I think that all business men should 
be protected,’’ said Captain English. 

“Let me say further,” Major Kendrick 
contirued, ‘‘that some of these street 
Preachers abuse corporations as weil as 
Private firms, mentioning names, and 
they do this under the guise of religion.”’ 

Police Can Stop It. 

Captain Brotherton took the 
said, very warmly: 

“If any of these people abuse any- 
body it is the duty of the police to arrest 
them for disorderly conduct. It is the 
duty of the police to protect all classes 
of citizens, and I think the matter can 
be remedied by the chief of police in- 
étructing his men to make such arrests 
when the occasion demands.” 

“Yes, and let the arrests not be 
any sham affair,’’ Mr. Jones remark- 
ed, “but let the offenders be taken 
to the police barracks and locked up 
if they cannot give bond, and if they 
are fined and can’t pay the fines, let 
them go to the stockade and work 
it out.”

Permits Had Been Refused. 

“I wish to say right here,’ Mayor 
Woodward said, ‘‘that I refused to grant 
permits some time back for the purpose 
of getting all the street preaching tempo- 
rarily stopped, so that we might see who 
were the deserving ones, and only allow 
such on the streets. At that time several 
arrests were made and the cases dismiss- 
ed. Some of these so-called street preach- 
ers talk to one another, using abusive 
language. I saw a simlin headed fel- 
low one night make fun of the Salvation 
Army, holding up a lighted match to 
light the Army as it moved away. Some 
of these fellows make it a practice to 
abuse all denominations.” 

“Such stuff ought not to be allowed,’ 
put in Captain English. 

Major Kendrick said he wished it un- 
derstood that he was not in’favor of 
stopping all the street preachers, as sume 
of them doubtless did good, but he only 
wanted the good ones on the streets and 
at places where they would not interfere 
with business of any kind. 

“These saloon men,”’ Captain English 
said, “are required to open at 5 and 
close at 10 o’clock at night, and are un- 
der strict police surveillance, and they 
are entitled to as much protection as 
any other legally licensed business. The 
police ought to see to it that they get it.”’ 

‘‘May Cause Riot and Bloodshed.”’ 


Chief Manly said he wished to make a 
few remarks. He said: 

“I agree with the sentiment of the 
board, and I believe if it is possible 
all the street preaching should be 
stopped. In my opinion the manner 
in which much of it is now con- 
ducted is likely to cause riot and 
bloodshed.”

FOUND UNINJURED 


Miss Henrietta Crapp Spent Sat- 
urday Night in the Woods, 


WENT TO NEIGHBOR'S HOUSE 


Wandered frum Home in Fit of Mental 
Aberration. 


CUT OFF HER BEAUTIFUL LONG HAIR 


Disappeared Saturday Afternoon, 
and Before Found, the Woods 
Around the Soldiers’ Home 
Were Searched by 
Friends. 


The mystery surrounding the sudden 
disappearance on Saturday’ evening of 
Miss Henrietta Crapp from the home of 
H. C. Underwood, near the Soldiers’ 
home, where she and her father, T. S. 
Crapp, have been boarding for some time, 
was cleared up at an early hour yester- 
day morning, when the police department 
was notified by Oscar Turner that the 
voung lady was then at his home on 
Robinson street, near Fort Walker, in 
Grant park. 

The telephone message was received at 
police barracks at 4:40 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and Bicycle Officer Ivy was at 
once dispatched to the residence of Mr. 
Turner, where he found the young lady. 
He then went to Mr. Underwood's home 
and notified Mr. Crapp of the finding of 
his daughter. The father dressed quick- 
lv and hastened to the home of Mr. 
Turner. 

Whon he was admitted to the Turner 
residence he hardly recognized his daugh- 
ter. as her hair, which was once long 
and one of her chief attractions, was 
cut from her head in patehes. She ap- 
peared to be laboring under suppressed 
excitement and could only tell in a 
vague manner of her wanderings after 
she left her home. 

At times she became hysterical and her 
conversation ended in a flood of tears. It 
is the opinion of her father and the 
neighbors that the young girl was suffer- 
ing from mental aberration when she 
left the house of Mr. Underwood late 
last Saturday afternoon, and this suppo- 
sition is borne out in the fact that she 
can tell Httle or nothing of what oc- 
curred from the time she left the house 
until she appeared at the home of the 
Turnere and asked to be admitted for 
the night. 

Left Home Saturday Afternoon. 

It was about 5 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon when Miss Crapp said that she 
would go to find the cook and have her 
see about supper. She walked out on 
the porch, and that was the last seen of 
her by her father until yesterday morn- 
ing when he was notified that she was at 
the Turner residence. 

It was about 8 o'clock Sunday evening 
when Mr. Turner went to his front door 
in response to a timid knock and there 
found the young girl dressed in a light 
wrapper and with her hair cut. He called 
his wife and they questioned the girl, 
who readily told her name and said that 
she had been living at the Underwood 
home, near the Soliers’ home. 

She said that her people did not care 
for her, and that they mistreated her. 
Then she asked to be allowed to sl€ep 
there for the night. Mr. Turner reluct- 
antly consented, and said that he would 
notify her father the first thing in the 
morning. This was agreed to and the 
young girl then went to bed. 

Yesterday morning the police depart- 
ment was notified, «as it was known then 
that detectives were working on the case 
and her father was als). acquainted with 
her whereabouts. All Saturday night 
and Sunday a vigilant search was made 
for the missing girl, but not a clew was 
obtained which would assist the detec- 
tives, the police department cr the neigh- 
bers ‘tn clearing up the mystery of her 
strange disappearance. 

Neighbors Searched the Woods. 

Parties of friends and neighbors of the 
distracted father of the girl had been 
scouring the woods aout the sold‘ers’ 
home from the nnoment thut it was dis- 
covered that Miss Cravp had suddcunly 
disappeared. The bushes and canebrakes 


had heen beaten within a radius of beV- | 


eral miles of the Underwood home, but 
all in vain, as not a trace of ihe infssing 
girl was to be found 

Mr. Crapp had entered the search tn a 
frame of mind bordering on distrection 
and left no spot unfavestiguted in his 
feverish desire to learn something of the 
child that had disanpeaced so m+ stlerlous- 
ly. The nervous strain during the time 
of the search was such that when he 
was notified that his daughter had been 
found and was well the reaction he euf- 
fered came almost as a physical collapse, 

He followed an officer over to the Tur- 
ner home and his daughter gave every 
evidence that she was glal to tee him 
again. He questioned her at length, but 
soon found that she was suffering from 
excitement and nervousness, and ccnclud- 
ed not to tax her strength too much un- 
til she had been rested. J!e wented her 
to g¢o home with him then, but she de- 
clined until he had wrought clothes to 
her. The garments she wore when she 
applied at the Turner home were tcrn. 

Mr, Crapp then returned home and prc- 
cured the necessary clothes, and yester- 
day afternoon went afier lier in a buggy. 
Her father says he believes tuat in the 
course of a few days she will be rested, 
and it is thought she will tnen be abie 
tv tell something cf her Wanver. ngs. 


No Recollection of Wanderings. 


She told her father yesterday that she , 


did nut remember where she had been, 
but that she remained in a field all Sat- 
urday night. When asked why she had 
left, she burst into tears and sald that 
no one cared for her, and that even her 
father had ceased to have affection for 
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her. Mr. Crapp says that his daughter | 


is of a very nervous disposition, and 
brooded over trivial matters to such an 
extent that of recent years he had been 
constrained even to reprimand her in a 
mild way for little matters of careless- 
ness. 

Miss Crapp always presented a neat 
appearance, and the fact that she had 
left the house in a ligat wrapper made 
the matter more perplexing, and it was 
suggested by some of the searchers that 
it was possible that the young girl had 
been abducted. Later it was ascertained 
that a carriage had been seen to pass 
near the house about the time that Miss 
Crapp disappeared, and this lent color to 
the theory of abduction. 

Negro Was Released. 

Syd Malone, a negro farm hand work- 
ing on the Underwood farm, was arrest- 
ed on suspicion at an early hour Sunday 
morning, but was released yesterday as 
soon as it was learned that the young 
lady had been found and was uninjured. 
When Mr. Crapp saw his daughter he 
telephoned to police headquarters the 
fact of her safety, and the negro was 
allowed to leave. He was told to go at 
once to the Underwood home, but at 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon he had not 
made his appearance. 

The disappearance of Miss Crapp 
caused considerable excitement in the 
neighborhood of Grant park, and Satur- 
day night and Sunday large parties were 
engaged in scouring the woods in search 
of the missing girl. Every possible solu- 
tion to the mystery that suggested itself 
was at once investigated, but all to no 
purpose, and at midnight Sunday the 
tired searchers were forced to give up 
the hunt until daylight. 

What Mr. Crapp Has To Say. 

“Hetty must have wandered away 
from home in a fit of mental aberra- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Crapp, “for I can con- 
ceive of no other solution to her act. 
She has always been of a very nervous 
temperament, and was of a very impa- 
tient nature. Her mother before her 
was confined to her room on account of 
paralysis for more than seventeen 
months, and during the time of her ill- 
ness was unusually iritable. Hetty was 
constantly with her mother, and 1 am 
strongly of the opinion that she was 
more or less influenced by her mother’s 
impatient ways. At least, I noticed a 
change in my daughter after her mother 
died, for she did not appear the same 
girl. 

“Knowing her sensative nature so weil, 
I have alwdys tried to treat her in a 
gentle manner, and seldom reprimanded 
her. When 1 went to see her at the 
home of Mr. Turner this morning, after 
I had been notified by the police, I ask- 
ed her why she had left home without 
telling any one about it. Imagine my 
surprise when she turned to me and 
said: ‘Even you, father, did not care for 
me, and no one for me, either.’ 
Then she sobbed as if her heart would 
break, and I felt that in her present 
state I ought not to question her too 
much. 1 know that with rest she will 
recover, and will then tell us all that 
she remembers. 

‘Mr. Underwood and his wife have al- 
ways treated Heity like one of their 
own children, and why she should imag- 
ine that no one cared for her I am ata 
toss to understand. She was in the habit 
of brooding over small matters, and it 
is just possible that she may have been 
reprimanded and took it to heart,  be- 
lieving that more was meant than was 
said. Her one object seemed to have 
been to get away from home, and we 
tracked her for quite a plece up the old 
dummy track that runs in front of the 
house. We lost the trail before we 
reached the trolly car tracks, and 
all we could do was to beat the 
as far around as in the 
of finding some clew that would lead us 
to her. 

Dragged Lake for Body. 

“We dragged lake that 
longs to Mr. Underwood, which is 
not very far from the house. We Knew 
that she and the other children were in 
the habit of going there for water lillies, 
and I imagined that after she had gone 
to look for the cook, that she went over 
to the lake to get the flowers for the 
table, and had fallen in. I am glad that 
she has been found, and more that 
she has not been injured in any manner. 
Il expect that she will be fully recovered 
in a few days.”’

‘Miss Wheeler's 
First Aid to 
€Gmerican Soldiers 


h The announcement made through the 
‘Associated Press that Miss Annie Wheel- 
er would, as a trained nurse in govern- 
ment employ, accompany her father, 
General Joseph Wheeler, to Manila Has 
npecasioned little surprise among her 
friends, since it was very Well known that. 
wherever her father went she would go, 


too. 

Her gentle face and the strength and 
fheauty of her character and her ser- 
wices at Santiago have been impressed 
upon the nation by an enthusia ic press 
and her career in Manila will be watch- 
ed with scarcely less interest than of 
her illustrious father. The picture of the 
two, the soldierly old man and the gen- 
tle-faced young woman, make a pictu- 
resque chapter in the history of the Span- 
ish-American war, and one very dear to 
the American people. 

Although born and reared in the south 
and during her father’s political life in 
Washington identified with the southern 
set, she has become within the past year 
veritably the daughter of the nation, be- 
loved by all sections, and in years to 
come when America’s story of the war of 
1898 and 1899 is told the names of three 
women willl be given historic recognition— 
Mara Barton, Helen Gould and Annie 
Wheeler. 

But it is said by her friends that Miss 
Wheeler resents being made a heroine 
by her friends and the press, for she 
declares that her pleasure and her hap- 
piness lies in the companionship and 
presence of her father, and that her pres- 
ent avocation is the medium by which 
she is nearer him than she could be un- 
der any other circumstances, while her 
great patriotism manifested since her 
childhood is but satisfied when she finds 
an opportunity to be of use to her coun- 
try in nursing the wounded or suffering 
American soldier. 

Miss Wheeler's first 
American soldier is said to hatve been 
demonstrated several years ago, when 
War was scarcely apprehended. She, with 
her sisters and her father, attended a 
West Point commencement, her father 
being a member of the military visiting 
board appointed from congress by the 
president. 

Just previous to the final exercises and 

during the final examination a member of 
the graduating class was jut in confine- 
ment for what Was construed by the 
faculty to be an act of insubordination. 
It looked at one time as if the young 
man who had up to that time made a 
brilliant record would not receive his 
diploma, and the incident created no lit- 
tle gossip among the visitors at the old 
West Point hotel. 
“Miss Wheeler heard of it and in her 
characteristic sympathy she determined 
to exercise all the 
in the interest of the young prisoner. 

She added to the efforts being made 
in his behalf her girlish supplications, 
and there is no doubt that no one was 
heard with more consideration by the 
visiting board, of which that able states- 
man and democrat, the late Richard W. 
Townsend, of Illinois, was the chair- 
man. The visiting board and faculty

ARMY RECRUITING. 
WILL BEGIN TODAY 


Men for the Twenty-Ninth Regiment 
Will Be Kalisted. 


EXAMINATIONS TO BE RIGID 


Physica] Condition Will Be a Feature 
of Importance. 


TERM OF SERVICE IS FOR TWO YEARS 


The Regiment May Be the First To 
Be Completed—Special Regula- 
tions Have Been Made. 


Recruiting for thé Twenty-ninth regi- 
fent af infariry will commence this 
morning at Fort McPhrson. Tele- 
graphic instructions were received from 
the headquarters of the army at Fort 
MePherson yesterday afternoon, ordcr- 
ing that the work of recruiting for the 
new regiment commencing at once. 

Every applicant will be made to under- 
go a rigid physical examination be- 
cause of the severe climate in the Phil- 
ippines, where the regiments will be sent 
for service. The officers have been in- 
Structed tO be very particular about the 
character and physical condition of the 
men enlisted, and these instructions will 
be enforced, 

Colonel Hardin, the commanding of- 
ficer of the Twenty-ninth infantry, has 
hot yet returned to the city. He was 
orered to Washington at the time that 
official notice of his appointment to the 
colonelcy of the regiment was received 
by him, and he ieft the post the same 
day for the capital city, where he has 
been in conference with the president 
and secretary of war. 

It is presumed that the names of the 
officers who will hold commissions in the 
new regiment will be announced in a few 
days, as ‘t is the concensus of opinion 
that Colanel Hardin was ordered to 
Washington in order to confer with the 
officials concerning these appointments. 
A number of telegrams have arrived at 
the post for the commanding officer of 
the Twenty-ninth infantry. The ma jor- 
ity of them came from men who desired 
commissions in the new regiment, and 
who were seeking the indorsement of the 
colonel. A number, however, were con- 
ératulatory messages and came from the 
friends of the colonel. Until his return 
from Washington, the recruiting will pe 
dons under the direction of Lieutenant 
offley, of the Seventh infantry, now the 
commanding officer of the post. 

The recruiting of this regiment wiil 
ocour principally at Fort McPherson, 
and those who apply for enlistment are 
Supposed to come from the states em- 
braced in the department of the gulf. It 
18 piesumed that this large territory 
was offered to the regiment who will 
recruit the regiment, because it was the 
Opinion of the officials at the war de- 
partment that there would be some dif- 
fcuity in recruiting the regiment to its 
full strngth. 

The day after the announcement was 
made, however, that the new regiment 
would be organized, more than lw men 
applied at kurt Mctrherson and it is now 
tne opinion that tne ‘wenty-ninth reg- 
iment wiil be the first to be organized.
